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Draring tae woek we bad the question of

how and when tponed games are to be
plased oft ﬁiscuu';e“d 1:11;1' thoroughly. The
cause of this discussion was a difference of
opinion regarding the interpretation of the
rule bearing on the matter. It rained Mon-
dar, and on Tueslay the officials of the local
club innisted that two games be played.
Manager Ward and President Byrne, of the
Brooklyn team, objected. The local offi-
cials claimed that the new rule demanded
two games to be plaved, and the Brooklyn
gentlemen just as emphatically contended
that the rcle did wo such thing. But to
oblige the public the Brooklyn management
consented to play two games and at the
same time have the matter definit=ly settled
by the League authoritios

Tlre rule, be it =aid, is not by any weans
as clear as it should be or as it could be. It
states that a postponed game shall be played
on a day of t{:uriu then being playved, or
any sticoee ing seriex. It is the latter con-
dition that has caused all the misonder-
etanding. But while the rule is just vague
enonzh to leave somedoubt, I think that the
Brooklyn officials were right in their con-
tention. The words, “or any succceding
geries,'’ must have a meaning, snd it they
have, they must mean, or at least imply,
that the two parties interested must agree
as to when the postponed game shall be
played. The rule allows two choices, viz,
the current series or any snoceeding series.
Surely there must be a mutual selection of
one n;tlwse series,

But John Ward, when here, stated a very
strong argument in favor of his contention,
He pointed ous that the rules provide = cer-
tain pereentage of the receipis to the visit-
ing cTub for each game. Now if two games
are to be played for one priee of admission
the home club will only give the percentage
as if one ganie were plaved. But can the
local club deprive the visiting club of its
percentace for the extra game? With Mr
Ward, I hold that the home club can do no
such thing without first obiaining the cou-
sent of the visiting club,

The discussion may do good. It may
prompt League magnates to be more earetul
in framing and adopting new rulex Time
and time azain some of the most foolish and
some of the most ambiguouns rules bave
been  horriedly adopted at the League
mentings.  Surely there is no cause for this
The magnates have plentr of time if they
will only exercise the patience,

But the
most interesting feature of the race to
Americans is that Stansbury before the race
snid if he won he would come to Ameriea
and row O'Connor or anybody else for the
championship of the world, Ttis enly tair
to expect that be will earry out hisin-
terition and it he comes here I'm sure he'll
receive a hearty welcome.

But if he comes here we of the Stars and
Strines will not be in it at the startoff, be-
cause he will first tackle O'Coonor, who is
r Canadian.  Tioth Stansbury and O'Gonnor
wave the Union Juck, so that for the pres-
ent we are out ol it. That may be a matter
of little moment, and I dare say we all laok
upon O'Connoras if he were a bona fide
citizen of the United States when pitted
against an Australisn.  Asto whether or
not he is the best rower in the United States
or Cansda 1 won't ventore to eay, The only
man likely to be his superior is Teemer,
pmndmg the Iatteris in his best form.
True, O'Connor is an excellent sculler, and
has demonsirated this fact beyond a doubt,
and probably a mare reliable man couldn’t
be found io contest against the champion ot
the world than he.

1t is much too soon to begin to talk about
the outcome of & race betwesn O’Connor
and Stansbury. If the latter comes here
and rows O'Connor I venture to say that it
will b= one of the heaviest betting races we
have had toralong time. Stansbury mav
be guite a different kind of man when he
comes away from his native hesth and
Inunches his shellon American waters, He
has not done so yet. O’Conuvor has “bearded
the lion in bis den,” and of course was
beaten, but he is a better soullerin Ameriea
than h? is in Australia, and it Stansbury is
better in Australia than he is in America
why tien the cliunces of O'Connor ought to
be good.”

Re-
garding this, I saw Priddy the other day
and he ascured me jn the most emphatic
terms that he is going to try und win the
race. 1 certainly know the “‘money iz up,
because 1 forwarded the draft to the stake-
holders myself, so that there is no doubt on
that point. J.k-sides, Priddy has much to
fmn by winping and very much, indeed, to
ose,

The race will be an important one in
many respects, and as to the comparative
merits of the men there cannot much be
eaid. Jordan is an unknown quantity here,
ond hemay be s wonder.

I ven-
ture to say that if all gues well next Satur-
day, Jordan will meet u better threc-uiie
runner than Lie ever met in  his lite. Con-
sidering Jordau's age and short experience,
he will bes wonder if he wins. I trust the
better man will win,

Several athletes had
been aspiring for championship honors, and
of course some were disappointed. The
Pastime A. C. charged members of the
Xaviers A. C. with professionalism and
viee versa. J. P. Lloyd, of the New York
A. €, charged S.T. Frechtand W. J. Hart,
of the P Harriers, with assaulting
him at the end of a championship race. OI
course, the cases were referred to com-
mitlees.

Now, all this squabbling and quarreling
proves that amateur athletes are becoming
more numerous every day. The time was
when we were even pleased to learn of any
nctiﬁt; of any kind among the amateurs,
but it is different now. They are so numer-
ous and so good in quality that & champion-
ship honor is & very great thing, and bence
the fighting for it

While it is not pleasant to read of the
qunrrels, it is perfectly right that no oppor-
tumity should be lost to prefer charges
against amateurs whenever there scem to
be sutiicient grounds for such charges. A
man who neglects this duty is certainly no
friend of amateurism, and should pot be re-
tained in its ranks  Looking out for
grounds for charges is the best way in the
world to keep amateurism pure, and that is
what we all want During this athletio
eeason the officials of our local athletie
clubs are in duty bound to keep s cloze
lookout for violations of amateur rules, and
in every instance where suspicious cir-
:;::dnlhnm are found charges should be

e

The World's Champion Pagilist.

During the week's stay of John L. Sulli-
van in this city numerous questions have
reached this office asking if he is champion
pugilist of the world. Certainly he is not,
and it is an attempt on the part of his nan-
nzers to deiradd the public to announce
him on their show bills #s such. What is
more, Sullivan has never had the least
claim to the title ot champion of the world.
His first champiouship fight was with
Ryan, whom he defeated; but Ryan was
only champion of Ameriea, because when
Ryan deteated Goss, the latter was not
champion of England. Sullivan only made
a draw with Mi.chell. John L.'s third
and last battle ftor championship honors
was with Kilrain, who was beaten. But
Kilrain was not a champion bona fide, even
of this country, and certainly not of any
other. It is very easy to see, therefore,
that John L. Sullivan at no time in his his-
tory has been really champion of the world.
Under the old and recoguized rules ol
Erin fighting Suollivan and others would
ave forteited their title by refusing to
fizht within a reasonable time, and this
rule, which is at present ignored by every
prominent pugilist both in this country and
in England because of show purposes, was
fair 10 everybody. Sullivan and others of
lesser note uli about people wanting to
make matches simply to make capital out of
the fact of being matched For instance,
Sullivan says that Corbett is reaping a
golden harvest by the advertising he is get-
ting because ot heing matched to fight

Sullivan.  Dear me! how soon this
eould be all stopped, if  the
old championship rule was enforced.

When a man mnkes a match only allow him
& reasonable time to train and get into con-
dition, and that would stop all show faking.
But depend upon it, neither Sullivan, Cor-
bett, Mitchell nor any of the “stara™ would
consent to this. They are all eager to get
big matches on hand far enough sahead to
allow of u long tour in & show company.
This is, in fuci, one of the most essential
elements of modern pugilise.  Without it
we most assuredly would not have such men
as Duncan B. Harrizson, Brady and Parson
Davies identified with pugilista.  They are
not in it for the sport of it, but for the
money that can be gotten from a very
gullible public. This is just as true as the
lact that we are alive.
Plimmosr and Kelly.

To-morrow night what promises tobea
very lively battle for the bantam-weight
championship of the world wiil take place
between Billy Plimmer, the English lad,
and “Spider” Kelly, ol Harlem. There
has already been some heavy betiing on the
result at odds of $100 fto on Kelly. I

don’t think that there ought to be any odds |

on the result at all; indeed, I will not be
surprised if Plimmer defeats the little ter-
ror of Harlem.

Both lods are elever and game little fel-
Iows. Euach has fought good fights, and
Plimmer has done evervthing he has been
ssked to do since he eame to this country.
And just mark my word that if he does not
defeal Kelly he will give him the bardest
struggle he ever had

The following opinion of Jem Carney re-
garding Plimmer will be of interest:

“I know every inch of BRilly, from the
soles of his feet to the top of hix nut—and a
harder bunch of flesh for a boy I never saw,
1 have seen him fight the best lads that
England has produced, and he made a
monkey ont of all of them, Take my tip,
and if Plimmer did not show up well in his
former experiences in America it was be-
cause he had ‘something up his sleeve.” I
know what he went there tor; it was to meet
Kelly, snd you ean take my word for it
that it will Be & surprise party for the New
York lad—when they meet in the ring.”

Reagan's desire ai this stage of
Dempsy's lite goes to show that Rea-
gan is not of the most genuine stuff. Let
the fallen hero rest. He played a good part
and has hasd his day.

For the past three yearsthe
combined losses of the various baseball
clubs aggrezated $1,000,000, and I am
speaking within bounds This year there
is every prospect of each club quitting a
big winner. Never before have such games,
as are now being put up, been seen.

THE ARM OF ST. ANNE.

Somaething About the Rello Tleld Re-
sponsible for So Many Cures,

The sacred memento that is said to be re-
sponsible for snch remarkable cures at the
little French church of St. Jean Datiste,
New York City, is a fragment of the arm of
St. Anne, mother of the Virgin Mary. Tt
is incased in n casket of hronze, lined with
gold, and having a brass top through which
it can be plainly seen, Tt is about one-halt
of the wrist, three inches long, to which the
flesh and skin still adhere.

This is not the first relic of St. Anne in
America, as for years a minute portion of
the little finger has been the worship of

Tt
is mever left unattended, and as soon as the
doors are closed it is carefully deposited in
a safe in Father Tetreau's residence.

The following history of the relic is told
by Monsiznor Marquis:

The hody of St Anne was taken from
Jerusalem to Constantinople in the year
710, The arm las been in Rome for many
centuries. The Popes have for many acges
declined to have'nny part of the member
mutilated, but the demands have been so
great and backed np with such strong influ-
ence that they had to eoncede, but there are
not more than four or five Eordom through-
out the world, The British Museum, it is
said, has one,

History says that in the "Revelations of
the Great 81, Bridget,’ who died in 1373,
there is a reference made to the relic.

During a milgrlumgn to Rome chie had the
happiness, history says, of venerating the
arm of Si. Anne. That night St. Anne ap-
pearced to St. Brideet and assured her that
the arm was her own.

Monsignor Marquis is of the opinion that
the arm 75 ane ot the best prmrw.-d of em-
balmed subjects, as it was in & good state of
preservation when he beheld it. The exact
date cannot be ascertained, but it is sup-
posed that the body was embalmed about 20
years after the birth of Christ,

Father Tetrean said he could not tell ex-
actly how many persons had been at the
chureh during the week to view the relie,
but said: *Th 15 and th ds."”

Through the eourtesy of Monsignor Mar-
quis another portion of the arm is bein
sent for the Church of St. Jean Batiste, an
Father Tetrean is dalig!n.ed and is baving a
sanctuary built in the basement of the
chureh for its reception.

CAMPECHE, YUcATAN, April 17.—Basi-
ness was suspended at noon on the feast day
I was so fortunate as to spend here. The
air was filled with the noise of rovelry and
mirth. Fireworks were discharged, much
to the peril of the gay riders on horseback
and in earriages, who joined the procession,
precatled by the band and the military com-
panies.

The earriages, decorated with flags of all
colors, were filled with gnily dressed par-
ties, some wearing muaks and dressed in
most [antastic stvles. Every available ve-
hicle was pressed Into serviee, in soma cases

carts roofed with palm  branches,
and filled with jolly erowds dressed

butzers eall chicken-pox, so the festivities
were not interfered with,

In consequence of the general ho:li::]y
and suspension of business, & very 1
supply of fish was displaved at the “Mova,"
and the usual Friday dish, turtle, which
was in demand on “Ash Wednesday,™ was
very high priced in consequence of the
scarcity of thisas of all the treasures of
the deep.

The hounses here are all flat-roofed, and,
while walking on the roof enjoving the
view that opened up on all sides, I saw a
number of spent rockets ihat bad fallen
during the perleet shower of fireworks that
was kept up one day, and I remarked to a
friend that there seemed to be no care at all
as to where the burning erarkers of rockets
should fall and no apparent dread of fire, as
nearly evervthing was stone.

The Anclent Walls aof the Clty.

One morning recently with a party of
friends, by permission of the General at the
barrucks, [ made the entire cirenit of the
eity on the walls The walls are a wonder-
ful work of fortifieation. There are eight
forts, or bastions, and the walls are 11
meters in thickness, 8 in height and 2,536 in
cirenmference. They were built, or eom-
menced, in 1692, to’ protect the city from
pirates. An inscription over oue of the
gatewars shows ther were finished in 1769,
After seeing the work we did not wonder
that they were 77 vears in buildine. The
hrass eannons were all carried away by the
French when the eity was takea by them,
aud only a few old cannons and mortars are
feft witi a few lurge cannon balls in one of
the forts,

A sort of eorner or passazeway under
Fort Charles was the hidinz place for the
tre#sure placed there to protect it irom th=
pirates. One of the fortsis ealled “TH3
Solitary,” in memory of the man who sold
the city to the enemy which made its en-
trance at that gutewar. The man is still
living, aud every vear, althouzh he was
pardoned, as regulsrly as the month of June
eomes around, he leaves the city lor a time,
President Dinz reluses to permit the walls
to be torn down, mueh to the satisfaction
ot many of the inhabitants, who are very
proud of them. The Goverament is putting
up a new building near Fort Charles, and in
the entrance to the fort the carpenters were
at work making doors Irom the beams of ths
house that was torn down to give place to
this new building. The house was more
than 100 years old, and 5“ the cedar wood
when it was planed and made into doors,
looked very fresh and new. ALER
